my. But as long as the war exists, at least, we 
should not cease to ask ourselves if it be neces- 
sary—ifit be right. Men are too apt to over- 
look their own individual respousibility for the 
character of any act or succession of acts, that 
it is ordered or authorized by the government. 


It is the duty of every citizen who wishes to

not merely to content himself with forming an

with the harvest? Are the crushed slave, the 
poor free white laborer, to be abandoned to 
their cruel and hopeless fate? Are the noble 
apostles of Liberty, who hxve become marks 
and objects for the shaits of slaveholding ty- 
ranny, tobe left without a defender?) We hope 
that men may be found who are able and wil- 
ling to respond an effective, No! 
The present Editor takes leave of his friends 
in Kentucky and the free States, with dignity 
and feeling. Without any recompense even 
that of having his name known to those, who 
might repay him with gratitude and respect, 
he has given his time and talents, earnestly, to 
a cause, jn which his heart is engaged.

Vermont—Slavery, 
The folowing is an extract from the message 
of Horace Eaton, Governor of Vermont, on the 
slavery. 


“Against slavery itself, asa system wrong in 
practice and wrong in principle, Vermont has 
taken the ground of irreconcilable hostility; 
and she must and will continue to maintain it. 
Kdueated under a State Constitution which 
breathes the spirit of freedom in every line, her 
people have deeply imbibed that spirit. In de- 
fending and maintaining her position,she would 
infringe on no Constitutional rights; she would 
dissuade from all lawless violence. Her ab- 
horrence of slavery will manifest itself neither 
in words of insolence nor acts of outrage. It 
is embodied ina calm, though stern and settled 
purpose, earnestly to advocate the cause of hu- 
man rights, and firmly and fearlessly to resist 
any encroachment upon her own. And this it 
is her fixed determination to do by whatever 
means she can rightlully and lawfully com- 
toand, 

“itis true that the unjust measure alluded 
to has been consummated, and as one of its dis 
astrous consequences already realized we have 
been involved inan unhappy war with a neigh- 
boring Republic. But if the past is beyond re- 
trieve, we still have duties to perform for the 
future. We have yet to engage in fresh con- 
Hicts. The measure already consummated, we 
are reluctantly compelled to believe, is but one 
of a scries of measures yet impending, design- 
ed to give the Slave System still greater infla- 
ence in the General Government, and to secure 
the perpetuity of its power. Encouraged by 
past success, slavery appears to be projecting 
schemes for the extension of her domains over 
yet wider space, and for an increase of the al- 
ready disproportionate amount of political pow- 
er conceded to the territory which has been re- 
cently acquired.”

Decla and Resolution 

OF THE SESSION OF THE PRESRYTERIAN 
CHURUG, AT GREENFIELD, OHIO. 

The Session.of the Presbyterian Church oi 
Greenfield, at an adjourned meeting, held Aug. 
15, 1846, to consider their duty, in relation to 
}the General Assembly and Synod of Cincinna- 
pti, in view of their encouraging the practice 
‘ edefence of slaveholding, all the members 
being present, unanimously ‘adopted the fol- 
lowing Declaration and Resolution, and order- 
ed then¥-to be printed for the Congregation. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Gharch, and:the Synod of Cincinnati, continue 
to be sed, in part, of those who hold, and, 

xample, persuade others to hold, their 
nén a8 slaves, under a system which de 
‘elares them to be mere “chattels personal in the 
hands of their owners,” under a system which 
strips one-eighth of the population of these 
States of those personal and inalienable rights 
which God has given to every human being; a 

which robs them of all the fruits of 
ors, excepting so much as may be ne- 
}enable them to endure oppression; a 
which interferes with all the divinely 
ituted relations, and sunders the strongest 
tenderest ties, whenever the covetousness 
-of the master-may demand it; a system which 
forbids the discharge of any and every duty 
which they owe to God and man, excepting so 
fur as a fellow-worm may please to grant indul- 
ce;,a system which substitutes a filthy 
[state of concubinage for marriage, and compels 
fenjales ‘to submit to the demands of unprinci- 
ole} snhitemense evetem which, in disregard 
of the life of their soals, takes {rin them the 
Word of God, und substitutes oral instruction, 
and such oral instruction only as their drivers 
may consider favorable to the sufety and per- 
petnity of their enslavement. 
The sins which constitute the slaveholder’s 
crime, to wit—covelousness and extortion, (or, 
taking by force that which is another’s,) were 
considered, in the Apostolic churches, so re- 
pugnant to the Christian character, that the 
Apostle speaks of it as a well known fact, and 
a8 a matter of course, that Christians who had 
been guilty of them, had repented, and fled to 
Jesus Christ for pardon—such were some of you, 
butiye are washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye 
are\justified in the name of the Lord Jesus, and 
by the Spirit of our God, He classes these sins 
with the most scandalous breaches of God’s 
law, and declares that those who live in them 
shall not inherif. the kingdom of God. He re- 
cords it asthe standing injunction of Heaven 
for all generations—“not to keep company, if 
any “man that is called a brother be a fornica- 
tor, or covelous, o1 an idolator, or a railer, or a 
drunkard, or an extortioner; with such a one no 
not to eat.”— Vide, Ist Cor. 6:9—11, and 5: 11. 
We have no disposition to leave the Church 
of God. God forbid! But, whether it bea 
duty to withdraw fellowship from those who, 
alter vears of expostulation, will persevere in 
practising or defending so gross w sin as slave- 
holding, and the abominations inseparable 
from it, is a question settled by the example of 
our Lord, and his Fore-runner, and his Disci- 
ples. They did not leave the Church of God. 
But, by baptism they drew the line between 
those who repented, and those who, in addition 
to other sins, held on in making God’s house of 
prayer aden of thieves. Beyond that line, they 
held no communion which would imply a re- 
cognition of them as obedient children of God— 
no communion whieh was not common to all 
who were ceremonially clean enough to enter 
the courts of God’s house. Our Saviour urged 
his disciples to evince their faith and obedi- 
ence to him by pursuing this course, even at 
the hazard of being deprived of the privilege 
of hearing the Scriptures publicly read in the 


the 
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Synagogue on the Sabbath day, and of being 


deprived of all the privileges, civil or religious, 
the loss of which is implied in being put out of 
the Synagogue. 

The General Assembly has put the extin- 
guisher on the hope of seeing the Presbyterian 


Charch purified trom this iniquitous system, 


by the exercise of discipline; and, without dis- 
cipline, the Church never was, and never will 
be, purified from any gross sin of long stand- 
ing. They refuse to rebuke those ministers 
and theological prof s who prostitute the 
word-of God to the defence of slave-holding, 
and even those five ways of slave-making, (by 
birth, captivity, &c.,.) so revolting to common 
sense and common decency, that they never 
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to which they may be elected. 
4. Codification,—Provisien hasbeen mude-for 
the appointment Of three Commissioncrs to “re- 
duce intow systematic code the whole body of 
the Law of this State,” or so much thereof as 
shall seem practicable. 


Il. Tue Evective Francnise. 


1. Naturalization.—The New Constitution re 
quires that each elector shall have beena eiti- 
zen ut least ten duys betore he is entitled to 
vote. 

2. Suffrage to Colored Persons.—The Con- 
vention has preserved ubsolutely to the African 
Race the limited Right of Suffrage accorded to 
them by the old Constitution, and in addition 
has provided that the Property Qualitication 
shall be stricken out and Colored Persons al- 
lowed to vote on the same terms and with the 
same limitations as other persons, if the People 
shall so direct at the ensuing Election. The 
naked question now submitted as a& separate 
proposition, (ond she pol pone,) is this—Shall 
a Property Qualification ‘be required 
of a single class of our People, and that the 
class Which is least likely to possess thie - re- 
quired Property?” 

Members of the Legislature are to be paid 33 
a day for one hundred days, if they sit so long, 
and then the pay stops. 

Inspections. —“All offices for the weighing, 
guaging, measuring, culling or inspecting any 
merchandise, produce, manufacture or com- 
modity whatever, are hereby abolished, and no 
such office shall hereafter be created by law;” 
but the State may continue or establish the 
inspection of articles bought and sold by itsell; 
and for the preservation of the public health.— 
[Commerce and Industry may of course estab- 
lish their own voluntary inspections at pleas- 
ure. }

Old. and New Courts.—The present Court of 
Chancery, with its innumerable and costly pa- 
raphernalia of Vices, Assistant Vices, Masters, 
Examiners, &c., is to be ubolished, and its pow- 
ers transferred to the Courts of Law, but testi- 
mony in Chancery is to be taken as it has been 
and will be in Law. There is to bea Supreme 
Court consisting of thirty-two Judges, elected 
for eight years from eight Districts (like our 
present Senate Districts,) one every two years 
after the first election. These Judges are to 
hold Cireuit Courts throughout the State, one 
of them sufficing to hold a Circuit Court, spe- 
cial term, or Const of Oyer and Terminer, while 
three of them may be designated to hold Gene- 
rel Terms. Four of these Supreme Court 
Judges having the fewest yeurs, to serve, to- 
gether with the other four elected for eight 
years by a majority vote of the whole State, 
shall form the highest State tribunal, or Court 
of Appeals. Each County shall elect one 
County. Judge, who shall be Surrogate, and, 
with two Justices of the Peace, may hold 
Courts for the trial of criminal cases of lesser 
magnitude. 

eform in Legal Practice.—Three Commis, 
sioners are to be appointed by the next Legis 
lature “whose duty it shall be to revise, reform 
abridge and simplify the rules of practice, 
pleadings, forms and proceedings,” &c. in the 
Courts of this State. 

Future Debt.—The State shall contract no 
debt exceeding $1,000,000, unless to meet the 
exigencies of Insurrection or War, except for 
some single ppeaitie’ object, and with the ex- 
press approval of the People signified by a di- 
reet vote; and a direct tax must at the time be 
levied sufficient to pay the annual interest of 
said debt and extinguish the principal within 
eighteen years, 

2. Banking.—No special charter for Banking 
purposes 1s to be granted, but Bunks may be 
established under general laws. The Legisla- 
ture shall exact ample security for the pay- 
mentof their notes and obligations, and shall 
in no case sanction a suspensian of specie pay- 
ments by theta ay any-of them, directly or in- 
directly. StockHolders in Banks to be individ- 
wally liable to the amount of their several 
shares therein, in addition to those shares 
themselves, In case of Insolvency, bill-holders 
have preference of all other creditors, 
Amendments to the Constitation may be 
made as heretofore, or the Legislature and 
People may at any time unite to call a Conven: 
tion us this one was called; and in 1866, and in 
every twentieth year thereafter, ‘the People 
shalt vote directly to call or not 'to call a Con- 
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‘partieular course to be parsued by the churches 


under their care, for removing the evils of sla- 
very;” that “slave-holders were admitted to 
membership in the churches organized by the 
Apostles;” that “Christ and his Apostles did 
not make slave-holding a bar to communion;” 
that they, “as a court of Christ, have no au- 
thority to do it;” and that, to exercise discip- 
line tor this sin, would be inconsistent with the 
conceded principle, on which the Assembly 
was originally organized, and would-be virtu- 
ally dissolying itself. 

They have morc recently furnished addition 
al proof, if any were wanting, that hope of any 
speedy change of sentiment or purpose respect- 
ing this crying iniquity, is delusive. 

They have required the churches, in their 
future statistical tables, to exhibit, in a column 
separate from that of the whites, the number 
of pious slaves. It is difficult to conceive what 
could be the design; but the probable effect is 
obvious. Such tables will be neither more nor 
less than a shameless ‘proclamation of the ex- 
tent to which the Presbyterian Church is en- 
gaged, in holding the members of the Saviour’s 
body in the condition of “chattels personal.” 
It will help to confirm every intidel, who has 
intelligence enough to know that religion, to 
be worth anything, mast make its possessor an 
honest man. It will cheer up the spirits of 
many an ignorant slave-holder, when troubled 
at the thought of going to Judgment, rioting 
on the unpaid labors -of the fatherless, the 
widow, and the stranger. He will rejoice when 
he sees the extent to which Christians, engaged 
in the same business, profess to be going to 
heaven. And, if the Spirit of God should be 
pleading with some oppressor to break the 
chains and let his “little ones” go free, what 
will be the effect, when our statistical reports 
inform him, that the practice about which he 
is permitting his mind to be troubled, is no bar 
to communion among the wisest and best men 
in one of the largest denominations in our land? 
The command of the Saviour is, let your light 
shine. But the General Assembly have had 
some mysterious object in view, when they 
commanded the churches to let their wickedness 
shiné. “It evinces a bold determination to sus- 
tain slavery. ‘They have proclaimed it on 
their minutes, that the testimony against sla- 
very, issued in 1818, declaring it to be utterly 
inconsistent with the law of God, and totally ir- 
reconcilable with the spirit and principles of the 
Gospel, as interpreted by them, accords with 
their own decision in 1845, which makes it a 
sin, so entirely harmless und venial, that it 
was no bar to communion with “Jesus Christ 
and his inspired Apostles!” We need not be 
told, that, at the last meeting, our commission- 
ers were permitted to speak out their senti- 
ments.—The amonnt of it is, that for once they 
did not take from them a right which the as- 
cended Saviour has guarantied to the humblest 
officer in the house of God, and ohe which no 
body of nen'can take away, but at the risk of 
incurring the divine displeasure. And it is to 
be feared, thut this rare condescension will 
be considered as imposing a lasting obligation 
to silence and submission. It is a humiliatin 
fact, thut we have been so long familiar wit 
appeals to the Scriptures, and other efforts in 
that body, to defend those who are degrading 
and plundering millions of men und women 
and little children, that we are beginning to 
feel patient and thankful, if oar own commis- 
sioners are permitted to'escape. But the repose 
of the oppressor will not be disturbed next 
year.—They have adjourned to meet in one of 
those slave regions, where the man, who opens 
his mouth against the sin of slave-holding, must 
make up his mind to abide the consequences. 
In the mean ‘time, the Synod of Cincinnati 
are far gone from the ground they once occu 
pied. ‘They have repented of their refusal to 
receive a minister because he had sold a wo- 
man; of their forbidding one of their churches 
to calla minister from another State, because 
hie Was a slav.-holder; of their proclamation to 
the South, that those who wish to be received, 
muat wash their hands of this iniquity; of their 
day of fasting, on account of this sin; of their 
earnest exhortation to the people under their 
care, to assemble in their respective churches, 
and cry mightily to God for forgiveness, and 
plead with him ‘to avert from us his wrath. 
As an ‘unequivocal proof of their having taken 
back their repentance and prayers for pardon, 
they ‘have, within the last two years, received a 
slave-holding minister, Who, at the time of his 
1 publicly 
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avowed it, that‘ he hadf 
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and, that he then held a man whom he would 
probably sell. Thus, as to their futare course, 
they have settled the principle, Thus the 
churches of the South are informed, that, if 
any one is willing to leave his slaves in the 
hands of the overseer, and seek a region, where 
he can live on the gains of oppression, andis- 
turbed by the cries and tears of the oppressed, 
the door of Synod stands open, and, that he 
may calculate on the government and diseip- 
line of the Church being employed, not té bring 
him to repentance of his sin, but to defendhim 
asa brother in good standing. It is painfully 
manifest, that the various means, employed 
during a period of from sixteen to twenty-five 
years past, to induce those bodies to change 
their course, have been not only unuvailing, 
but have been made the occasion fora more 
settled determination to persevere, and for the 
propagation of principles, by way of apology, 
which are subversive of the Scriptures and the 
declared faith of the Presbyterian Church: 
Therefore— 

Resolved, That this Session cannot, in fu- 
ture, hold fellowship with the General Assem- 
bly, or the Synod of Cincinnati, till they re- 
pent, and bring forth fraits worthy of repen- 
tance, 

And, inthe language of the Presbytery of 
Chillicothe, in 1839, they further declare— 
“that they cannot hold fellowship with any 
Presbytery, Synod, or other ecclesiastical body, 
while it tolerates, under its jurisdiction, either 
the sin of slaveholding, or the justification of* 
the sin of slaveholding, and, especially, the jus- 
tifieation of it by appeal to the Seriptures,— 
which, in their judgment, is blasphemy of Al 
mighty God, and, a shocking prostitution of his 
Word.

I 
they have, point out when and where. It may 
be said that it is incident to the war-making 
power, and was delegated with it. ‘To this we 
answer, that there is nothing to show that it 
is incident or identical with the power of mak- 
ing war, and the extract from Vattel does not 
maintain it to be. But, conceding that it would 
be granted under a grant of the power to make 
war, then we say that the power to declare and 
carry on war was given to Congress and not to 
the President, that it must be exercised by an- 
thority of Congress under the Constitution and 
the Law, and that Congress have never author- 
ized its exercise by the Executive. And thus 
is Mr. Polk without excuse, and Gen, Kearney’s 
proclamation a mere usurpation. 

In addition to the act of annexation, the 
President is guilty by this proclamation of 
another encroachment. He hag int od te; 
the rights of citizenship all the inhabitants of 
the departinent, without any of the prelimina- 
rics required by law. Where does he get this 
dispensing power, by virtue of which he sets 





now in force will be continued, until changed 
or modified by competent authority, (of course 
hereafter,) and continues in office the present 
authorities. Is there any ‘annexation’ here, or 
any assumption of the sovereign power of Gov- 
ernment? His duty is to hold the province 
securely; and would it not be ‘olly in him to 
retain the authorities, without making them 
swear allegiance to the United States?’ And 
though he may assume the title of ‘Governor,’ 
does he thereby acquire any more power than 
lic possessed from the military possession of 
the territory’ He has not changed the laws 
of the country; he has not ‘annexed’ the terri- 
tory; but simply declares that, as Military 
Governor, he holds it as a conquest of the Uni- 
ted States, subject to the future decision of 
Congress or the treaty-making power.” 

Then from the opposite side again, ponder- 
ously treads the thorough bred of the Albany 
Argus, charging to the thickest of the fight, 
with banner to the brceze, battling for the 
principles which he thus declares: 

“These are documents of the highest inter- 
est and importance. Those who read them— 
and who will not?-—-will perceive that they 
not only place these important movements on 
the true ground, bat are conceived and uttered 
ina right spirit. The largest immunities and 
rights of citizenship, the perfect enjoyment of 
every civil and religious privilege, are guaran- 
tied to the people of New Mexico, and they 
enter the Union upon the basis of equality 
and justice which is so clear and significant a 
feature of a democratic form of government.” 

Searcely a moment more, before the lists re- 
open, and the periect pink of Carolina chivalry, 
the Mercury himself, (from ancient times the 
god of thieves) champing his bit, disdaining 
the very ground he scarcely treads, eager for 
fight, rushes upon the three with this pro- 
claimed motto of his faith:

Later from Monterey, 

Through the Baltimore Clipper we have re- 
ceived the following particulars concerning the 
battle at Monterey. 

The steamship McKim arrived at New Or- 
leans on the 10th instant, from Brazos, whence 
she sailed on the 5th. She brought over 200 
sick and discharged volunteers. Although she 
brings nothing later from Monterey, the fol- 
lowing from the Matamoras Flag, however, con- 
tains further particulars: 

_The Victory of Monterey—Further particulars 
of its Capture.—The steamer Mercer, arrived 
last evening from Camargo, brought down as 
passenger Maj. Coffee, who gives us further in- 
telligence of the taking of Monterey. 

Major C. reports the loss on the part of the 
Mexicans to have been much greater than was 
first stated. It has been ascertained that fif- 
teen hundred would not cover their loss in 
killed and wounded. On the part of the 
Americans six hundred was the full extent of 
the loss. 

A letter to the N. O. Commercial Times has 
the following as the result of the first day: 


The result of the day was, a lodgment in one 
fort in the southern or lower purt of the town, 
and two on the hills to the north of it. But we 
paid dearly for it. General Worth’s loss has 
been comparatively small; but the Ist division, 
led by Col. Garland, and the division of Volun- 
teers, have been severely cut up. The Ist, 3d, 
and 4th Infantry, had a fraction over 400 men, 
and have lost over 100. killed and wounded.— 
The 1st Tennessee regiment had Jess than 350 
men in the fight, and lost 123 killed and wound- 
ed. Col. Mitchell’s Ohio regiment lost about 60 
men. The Mississippi regiment had 6 killed 
and 43 wounded. What was the loss of the 
Louisville Legion and the Baltimore Battalion, 
I have not ascertained—it is not very heavy. 

The New Orleans Bee says: 

One gentleman informed us that the loss of 
the Americans was 593 killed and wounded; 
and that of the Mexicans fully eleven hundred 
killed alone. We give these reports as we re- 
ceived them, and cannot of course, vouch for 
their correctness. 

In connection with the above, we learn from 
the Savannah Republican, that Lt. Berryman 
passed through that city on the 14th inst., on 
his way to-Washington, with despatches from 
Com. Connor. The Boetken says: 

We learn from a gentleman who conversed 
with Lieut. Berryman in the cars, that it has 
been determined to attack Vera Cruz on the 
land side by an expedition from Tampico, that 
the hoisting of the stars and stripes in the city 
will be the signal for an attack by the squadron 
upon the Castle of San Juan D’Ulloa. This is 
the only way in which the castle can be taken, 
and the obtaining possession of that point is 
deemed necessary to end the war.

1t has become a matter 
of some notoriety that # portion of said church 
have separated from the General Assembly and 
its subordinate judicatories, on aecount of the 
stand the latter have taken in defence of a 
slaveholding membership. ‘The policy of those 
bodies, and their excuse therefor, in behalt of 
forever giving a welcome seat at their commu. 
nion board to the “stealers of men,” are so well 
known that but little need be said with regard 
to either. Suffice it to suy, that their almost 
unanimous decision in the Spring of 1845, that 
slavery was not sinful; that they could not 
make it a bar to christian communion; and 
that neither the scriptures nor constitution of 
the church, authorized them to prescribe any 
particular course for the churches under their 
cure, in relation to this subject, convinced the 
subscriber and those acting with him that the 
great majority of the Assembly’s leading min- 
isters, and whatever clse went to constitute its 
governing influences, were hopelessly abandon- 
ed to the policy of guarding the slaveholding 
membership Jrom censure or molestation for 
their iniquitous practices. ‘The subordinate 
judicatories, and the subscriber’s then pastor, 
(and the remark is made without the known 
presence of any selfish motive or feeling of per- 
sonal i!l-will,) were similarly situated. This 
going over to the enemy, for some cause as yct 
unexplained, of the individual whose name 
heads the list of signers to the document allud- 
ed to, and who is the pastor in question, hap- 
pened, notwithstanding the deserter in the 
case, some ten or twelve years ago, (ass known 
to no inconsiderable portion of the Anti-Slave- 
ry public,) took a decided stand for freedom, 
and for a season battled manfully in that be- 
half. This harmony of feeling and sentiment 
for the Assembly of °45, became obvious from 
various ord? and written apologics for it, and 
from the consecration of his entire self, (his 
arts of management inclusive,) to its defence 
and the maintenance of its most enlightened 
principles and measures, which, be it remem- 
bered, include, in addition to what has been al- 
ready cited, a belief that the apostles received 
slavcholders into the churches they planted, 
sand viewed their standing as good and them- 
‘elves ag pious; that missionaries to the South, 
instead of preaching a whole gospel, should 
deal out parts and parcels thereof orally, which, 
it will be perceived, amounts to a withholding 
of the Bible from the slave, and if done by Cath- 
olics, would be scouted by these demure gen- 
tlemen as jesuitical. For this measure he has 
solicited contributions in money. By all ot 
which he stands identified with the body he so 
much admires, in their attempt to pilot every 
body within their influence down the broad 
gulf of Pro-Slavery, to land—heaven knows 
where. Such being the course of the individual 
in question, and such the fixed and settled policy 
of the church at large, so far as anything can be 
fixed and settled, and the disaffected portion of 
the congregation, unlike some more favoracd 
churches of the neighborhood, being destitute ot 
sound pastoral instruction on the subject ol 
human rights, although they had a surfeit ot 
that which was wont to dwell with much fre- 
quency on that of human duties, such as labor- 
ing to establish the great importance of the 
soul’s salvation disadvantageously contrasted 
asin the document referred to, to the subject 
of those same human rights. But the malcon- 
tents, influenced by an impression that rights 
and duties were corelative terms, having a re- 
ciprocal relation to each other, so that what. 
ever was one’s duty carried within it an ample 
right for its own performance, and therefore 
that it was as important to preach up the one 
us the other; viewing them as inseparable, and 
those as blind guides, to use no harsher name, 
who attempted to enforce the former without 
guaranteeing the latter, (which view of the 
case the pio-slavery churches and ministry 
will probably affect to consider obsolete,) and 
consequently entertaining an aversion fo) 
preaching that did not include both these mat- 
ters, said malcontents held a meeting with a 
view of adopting, under the circumstanecs, 
some suitable line, of policy for the future.—- 
They accordingly met and resolved to ask a 
dismission from the church, and addressed a let- 
ter to the session, signed by some twenty mem- 
bers, two of whom were elders, requesting that 
when session met to consider said application, 
applicants might be notified thereof, when they 
would give their reasons more at length. Nei- 
ther of these requests were granted. An assu- 
rance was however given, that the whole mat- 
ter should be referred to Presbytery, which, it 
is understood, was never carried into execu- 
tion. Instead of this, the records of Presbytery 
seem to have been overhauled for an opinion, 
on an individual case, of date prior to that of 
applicants, where it was ¢huuyht disurdirly t 
grant dismissions to persons who had no intention 
of removing from their bounds, or joining any 
other body; all of which was faithfully copied 
out, embodied in the form of a note, couched in 
terms of considerable unction, and handed, by 
the pastor of the church, to applicants, as the 
scesion’s fulfilment of their pledge to refer the 
business to Presbytery! It is worthy of re. 
mark, however, that said body, at the mecting 
when this matter was to have been attended to, 
did dismiss Rev. A. Aten, for no better reason 
than that of applicants. As the above action 
of the session was understood to be a refusal to 
give any certificate of dismission, unless they 
might choose to reconsider their action, the 
thing dropped here, since when nothing more 
has been heard from the body in question, un 
til the appearance of the manifesto already re- 
ferred to, on which itis the intention of the 
undersigned to submit a few observations. — 
Permit him, then, to remark, that the session 
in said paper, in making known their position, 
on the question of slavery, (to the necessity of 
which they seem suddenly to have waked up,) 
in the attempt to reconcile the discordant ele- 
ments among their own people, relative to fel- 
lowshipping those guilty of admitted fraud and 
wrong, or, as they express it, u “gricvous sin 
against God,” have given birth toa curious spe- 
cimen of legerdemain, every way worthy of 
the genius of a Machiavel, in which they first 
undertake to lash slavery as a “system estab 
lished by luw,” without any reference to the 
practice; next (with added fury,) to lash the 
Abolitionist for his intolerance towards the 
slaveholder. They thus try to look very crosr 
two ways at once, and finally wind ap by re- 
commending no eflicient action against the 
“grievous sin” of slavery, on the one hand, or 
of the vice of abolition on the other. So far 
from any thing of this kind, the7 try to be a 
little anti-slavery too, but not very ultra though, 
by saying that in receiving members, the ses- 
sion ought to be satisfied, &c. "Tis well. Bu 
who believes that. this satisfaction would ge 
difficult to effect with the example of the Gen-' 
eral Assembly, Synod of Cincinnati, &c, be- 
fore them? Few in their senses. Jt must, 
then, not be considered uncharitable if the con- 
jecture is hazarded, that very little, on tlie part 
of the applicant, of what is sometimes not un- 
uptly termed “palaver,” would be sufficient to 
satisfy them of his fitness for the relation in 
question, slaveholder though he be. Now is it 
honest thus to tamper with this business? It is 
to be feared not. It is observable how careful 
the session are to steer wide of the principles 
embodied in the Assembly’s report of 1845-6.

Dreadful Affair at Lancaster. 

Murder of a Man, Woman and Child!—Avfiy 
Effects of Intempesance!! ‘The following, which 
we copy from the Laneaster, Pa., Tribune ex- 
tra, is one of the most dreadful affairs we have 
ever recorded, and exhibits the awful effects of 
intemperance: 

On Saturday morning, the 17th inst.,a man 
named John Haggerty, living in South Queen 
street, in this city, committed a series of mur- 
ders unparalleled in the annals of our Common- 
wealth. Between 9 and 10 o’clock, after shoot- 
ing a horse in the street near his door, he went 
into the gunsmith shop—near his own residence 
—of Mr. Melchoir Fordney, an old and highly 
esteemed man; what took place, we could not 
ascertain, but a boy,a son of Mr. Fordney, 
gave the alarm that his father, mother and sis- 
ter had been murdered by Haggerty. On going 
into the room, we witnes-ed ene of the most 
horrid spectacles imaginable. Just inside the 
front door of the shop lay the old man, with 
his brains battered out. At his side, but with 
her head towards the back door, lady the body 
of his wife, her brains also battered out; and 
near her, lay her child, foug or five years old, 
with its skull broken and the brains oozing 
therefrom! 

Fordney and his wife, it seemed;had been 
killed instantly. ‘The little boy stated, in sub- 
stance, that Haggerty got at his father, with an 
axe, and while he was killing him, his mother 
ran in to interfere, when he turned upon her 
and killed her, and then struck the child on the 
head with the axe! The child only lived a tew 
hours. The foul deed created intense excite- 
ment in our city. 

Much excitement exists also against High 
Constable Brintnal, for, we shall call it by as 
mild a name as possible, gross negligense,in not 
having had Haggerty arrested several days pre- 
vious to this outrage. He hada warrant for his 
arrest in his possession since ‘Tucsday evening 
lust, iseued by the Mayor, for ill-usage to his 
family or neighbors; and yet, knowing his des- 
perate character, he permitted him to ron at 
large until he has most cruelly murdered near- 
lya whole family!

to some qualities peculiarly his own. Had he 
turned his thoughts to the taneful art, he had 
written rugged and fervent verse, containing 
much of Milton’s grandeur and mach of Words- 
worth’s oracular simplicity. Had he snatched 
the pencil, he would have wielded it with the 
savage force of Salvator Rosa, and his concep- 
tious would have partaken, now of Blake’s fan- 
tastic quaintness, and now, of Martin’s gigan 
tic monotony. Had he lived in the age of 
chivalry, he might have steod side by side in 
glorious and well-fonghten fields with Ceur de 
Leon himself and died in his steel harness full 
knightly. Had he lived in the age of persecu- 
tion, he had been either a hardy martyr, leap- 
ing into the flames as into his wedding suit or 
else a fierce inquisitor, aggravating by his por- 
tentous frown and more portentous squint, the 
agonies of his victim. tad he been born in 
Calabria, he had been as picturesque a bandit as 
ever stood on the point of a rock between a 
belated painter and the red evening sky, at 
once an object of irresistible terror and irresis- 
tible admiration, leaving the poor artist in 
‘doubt, whether to take to his pencil or {to his 
heels. But, in whatever part or age of the 
world he had lived, he must have been 
an extraordinary man, one of those rare 
cimens of humanity who balance all their 
s between the pinnacle of genias and the 
+ of frenzy, and whom the stiong hand- 
-ing of nature itself, upon face, and figure, 
. bearing, (and passing spirit-like glares and 
glares behond the habitual expression of their 
countenance,) marks out the foremost of their 
species, links fearfully and wonderfully connect- 
ing man with some superior order of intelli- 
gences. Nature had certainly given the world 
“assurance of a man” in the form, stature, 


broad brow, swarthy complexion, shavgy locks, 


and glare of Ed. Irving. It was the correspon 
dence, the retlection of his powers and passions 
upon his person; independence stalking in his 
stride, intellect enthroned on his brow, imagi- 
nation dreaming on his lips, physical energy 
stringing his frame, and athwart the whole a 
eross ray, as from bedlam, shooting in his eye: 
it was this which excited such curiosity, won- 
der, awe, rapture, tears, and made his very ene- 
mies, even while abusing, confess his power, 
and tremble in his pres:nee. It was this which 
made ladies flock and faint, which divided at 
tention with the theatres, eclipsed the oratory 
of Parliament, drew demireps to hear theim- 
selves abused, made Canniny’s fine counte- 
nance flush with pleasure, “as if his veins ran

But there is another mis- 
creant for whom I have no commiseration; a 
wretch, compared with whose atrocities, house 
breaking becomes meritorious, and murder in- 
nocent; before whose negro-like blackness—to 
borrow the language of Charles Phillips—the 
darkness of annihilation becomes white as 
snow; whose benediction is a curse; whose 
name is infamy; over whose sunless memory 
settle the conflagration of a fury, and whose 
soul shall shudder beneath the appalling con 
vulsions of a fathomless doom torever.

Sir Isaac Newton Outwitted, 


I heard an anecdote, the other evening of

How restrained 
is their action! how motionless, unfeeling, in- 
sensible! Like oil upon water, one hand rests 
within another; how readily they depart, each 
glad to escape from his hypocritical commu- 
nion! On the contrary, when  long-tried 
friends, who have been separated for years, 
again meet, with what haste and warmth of feel- 
ing do they not grasp the hand; how short but 
hearty is their salutation, “Well met!” They 
seem rivetted together as the links of a chain 
true and inseparable, with hearts for any fate. 
And when we bid “Farewell,” does not our 
hand rest folded within another’s motionless, 
yet thrilling with gentlest touch? for sorrow 
and afiliction have svft, restraining feelings 
| whieh refuse to yield the hand so often clasped 
in love until the last moment of separation.
